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On April 1, 1965 Harold Grote, Supervisory Investigator, U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS), Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, advised that INS, Chicago, Illinois, advised that 
office that a sister, not further identified, of Mrs. K. 

Lis, advised the Officer in Charge of INS, Miami, Florida, 
that Martin Bormann was in Krakow, Wisconsin, where Mrs. 

Lis resides, and that Mrs. Lis was willing to talk with a 
Federal Officer about this matter. 


Mr. Grote advised that on March 31, 1965 he contacted Mrs. 

Lis By telephone, at which time she stated she had read an 
article in the March, 1965 edition of "Readers Digest" 
concerning Martin Bormann, in which a reward was offered 
for the location of Bormann, She stated that there is a 
man residing at Krakow,, Wisconsin, who uses the name Ludwig 
Grundell, and who is aiso known as "Gabriel", who resembles 
the photograph of Martin Bormann which appeared in "Readers 
Digest". She stated this man has resided in Krakow for three 
years, and claims he came from Poland, where he was a 
prisoner. He also claims he was beaten and scarred while 
he was a prisoner in Poland. She stated that in addition 
to his home in Krakow, he has a room in the Tri-County 
Hotel, Pulaski, Wisconsin. She continued that uo is a 
printer, and has a printing press in his home, and takes 
printed literature to Pulaski, Wisconsin. She also stated 
ho has a friend in a Franciscan Monastery at Krakow, who is 
also a printer.
